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“The decrease in freight car 
loadings which began in 1900 has 
continued almost uninterruptedly. 
In 1931 up to the end of the first 
week of December, 558,359 less 
freight cars had been loaded on all 
Canadian [tailways than for the 
same period of the previous year. 
During the same period of this 
year 376,016 less cars were loaded 
than in 1981, The decline in pas- 
senger business has been rela- 
tively the same. The resultant ef- 
fect upon railway earnings has 
been naturally disastrous, For the 
first ten months of 1931 Canadian 
Pacific gross revenue declined 
22.1 per cent, as compared with 
that of 1930, or the first ten 
months of this year now closing 
there was a further decline of 
15.4 per cent. The decline con- 
tinues, and there certainly ap- 
pears to be no evidence in sight 
that for many years we shall see 
them entirely eliminated and our 
earnings back where they were in
